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OUR CHANGING TIMES. 


Presidential Address to the Metropolitan Counties Branch 
of the British Medical Association.

Ir would appear that there are two main aspects of 
medicine to which your attention might be invited on such 
a occasion—namely, one of the many engrossing subjects 
which relate to clinical medicine, or, on the other hand, 
some medico-political theme. It was to the former that our 
retiring president, Mr. E. B. Turner, addressed himself 
last year, when he gave us his most valuable paper dealing 
with influenza, and 1 am sure we all fully appreciated the 
opporérnity of learning the results of his observations 
extending over many years and of his successful methods 
of treatment. The collection of the necessary data for the 
Pleparation of a paper of this description would, however, 
have required more time than was available. 1 am there- 
fore proposing to take a subject from the second group, and 
to ask you to consider this afternoon some of the changes 
through which our profession is passing at the present time. 
These are arranged under two main headings. 

(1) The altering relationship of the medical practitioner 
fo his patient, in view of the increasing tendency towards 
Specialization in medicine. P 

(2) The consideration of such modifications as may be desir- 
able in the education of the medical student in view ef these 

anges, 

It is always difficult to perceive the true significance of 
contemporary events, and many possibly only realize dimly 
the extraordinary change that has occurred in the role 
of the ‘* doctor during the last two generations. The 
listinguishing qualities ef the old-time physician were 
Primarily those of the wise counsellor and friend in adver- 
sity, whose sympathy was born of wide acquaintance with 
the ills to which humanity is heir, and whose scientific 
knowledge was hand-maiden to his human qualities. This 
type is now being rapidly replaced by the “ expert.”” He 
ilso comes to relieve pain and alleviate disease, but 
approaches his task from a different angle—expert know- 

ge heing the prime weapon in his armoury. The drama 
—a mirror of contemporary Hfe as it »ppears to ‘ the man 
In the street ’—seldom now portrays the doctor as any- 
thing other than as the Harley Street specialist. There 
‘Sno doubt that this change is a permanent one, and 
itis well to consider its implications. This being so, the 
wnditions in the medical profession to-day must tend to 
my t a somewhat different type of student, one whose 
thief interests are scientific rather than humanitarian. 


Secondly, the patient treated under modern conditions, 
while gaining in expert assistance, may lose something of 
which he stands quite as much in need. Although it is 
not, of course, necessary that the development of science 
should replace the valuable attributes of the old-fashioned 
doctor, there is perhaps a danger of too much stress being 
laid on knowledge as opposed to wisdom. 

Now that consultants almost universally consent to see 
patients who come to them directly without any intro- 
duction from a practitioner in general medicine, an ever- 
increasing section of the public is being treated in water- 
tight compartments. Setting aside any consideration of 
the effect this may have on the profession, and considering 
it only from the point of view of the patients themselves, 


surely such treatment must often tend to be most unsatis- 


factory; the human body works as a whole, each system 
reacting on the others, and it is essential that the results 
obtained by examination—anatomical and physiological—of 
the several systems of the body should be correlated. 
To-day we are coming to the point where it is hardly 
an exaggeration to say that a patient may have his eyes 
treated by one doctor, his ears by another, his digestion 
by a third, his heart by a fourth, his nervous system by a 
fifth, and so on, and that each one of these specialists not 
only keeps to his special subject, but regards it as a point 
of honour not to encroach on the domain of the others. 
With regard to examination of the patient this ten- 
dency will probably become more marked as the years go 
on; indeed, it inevitably must do so as knowledge increases 
and the execution of the various tests calls for an ever 
higher degree of skill. This is all to the good so long 
as the results obtained from all sources are considered 
as one whole, and the treatment advised is the result of a 
survey of the whole position. Are we not in danger of 
failing in our duty to the public if we do not sufficiently 
emphasize the necessity of this general survey and of the 
essential importance, for satisfactory treatment, of a 
medical attendant whose specific duty it is to place the 
various items of information in their due relationship? 
The possibility of any imputation of self-interest on our 
part should not deter us from emphasizing the importance 
of having a general practitioner in charge of every case if 
we really consider the presence of such a practitioner 
essential for good treatment. Team work, which seemed 
to promise such excellent results, but has proved often 
unsatisfactory in practice, has probably suffered from the 
fact that groups of doctors carrying out this work do not 
always include a general practitioner in the team. When 
this is not the case the restlt is for the patient to be 
handed on from one member of the team to another, again 
without the results of the work of each member being 
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co-ordinated with that of his colleague. It should be noted 
in passing that a consultant in general medicine does not 
adequately replace the general practitioner in this con- 
nexion, as it is the function of the latter to deal with all 
the factors in the patient’s life—not only the medical, but 
also the financial and social circumstances. 

While considering the question of the change in the 
method of approach in a case of illness in modern medicine 
it may be noted that the temptations to which we are 
particularly liable to-day are also different in character 
from those that beset our predecessors. Whereas their 
tendency was sometimes to fail in scientific method and in 
exactitude of tests and diagnosis, the peculiar temptations 
to-day are more those towards advertisement and the 
development of ‘‘ stunt ’”? methods of treatment, since the 
doctor finds it advantageous to keep himself in the public 
eye. If you agree that the general practitioner has— 
even in modern medicine—the important role here attri- 
buted to him, is it not high time that he should shed his 
inferiority complex and that we ceased to hear that too 
common expression, ‘‘ I am only.a general practitioner ”’ ? 

The qualities required in the man or woman engaged in 
general practice—although widely different—are not less 
important than those of the practitioner in the specialist 
branches. If an analogy may be borrowed from another 
profession, may we not compare the specialist with the 
expert witness, and the practitioner in general medicine 
with the judge who sums up the case? His lordship will 
give due weight to the testimony of the expert, but could 
one imagine his using the semi-apologetic observatien, 
“*T am only a judge ’’? 

To pass now to the consideration of the second point, 

namely, ‘‘Such modifications as maybe desirable in the 
education of the medical student in view of these changes.”’ 
What is wanted by every member of our profession is a 
general survey during his student days of the whole field 
of medicine, and it is conceivable that there may possibly 
be a better way of achieving this result than by placing 
his tuition entirely in the hands of specialists. , 
- When the apprentice system was replaced by hospital 
training, great benefit resulted through the improvement 
in the general level of instruction on the technical side 
and the assurance to all students of a certain standard 
of training. In the course of time, however, one dis- 
advantage has been manifested. Owing to the shortage 
of hospital accommodation, patients suffering from the 
less acute or less rare diseases are seldom able to gain 
admission. Thus it is not only a possible but, unfor- 
tunately, a frequent occurrence for those members of our 
profession who become general practitioners to reach 
qualification without being familiar with the ordinary 
course and management of many ailments which they will 
subsequently be called upon to treat. It would appear 
that some method should be devised to remedy this 
deficiency. At a time when the curriculum is yearly 
more and more overloaded by one specialist subject after 
another, might it not be well to include at least one on 
general medical work as met with in general practice? 
This would necessitate either a post taken under a general 
practitioner in his private practice or, more probably, 
the setting aside in each hospital of a certain number 
of beds for general practitioner cases. These would pro- 
bably be put to the best use if a general practitioner 
were appointed as tutor, under whom the medical students 
would learn the points which are likely to arise in daily 
practice, including not only the purely medical, but also 
the sociological, and, last but not least, the ethical aspects 
of his work. This should do much to replace what was 
valuable in the old apprentice system, without its dis- 
advantages. 

It would also be well if the differences between general 
practice and specialist work were explained to the student, 
in his fourth or fifth year, so that he might make a wise 
selection. Not only is there some difference in the actual 
knowledge required, but also in the qualities of mind and 
character of the doctor himself. Whereas one practi- 
tioner may excel in detail work and exact scientific 
observation and classification, a somewhat different type 
of individual excels in general practice. 

Another disadvantage which may result from the 


omission of any provision in student days for meeting 
the special needs of the general practitioner is that it 
may leave this group of students unaware of the fact 
that this branch of medicine requires any special pre. 
paration. That they are usually, however, aware of the 
insufficiency of their training in this respect may be judged 
from the number of newly qualified practitioners who 
endeavour to fill in the gap by serving as assistant to a 
senior colleague. 

Criticism of medical education from this standpoint 
will, I fear, be regarded as altogether too shamelessly 
bold, and it is without doubt highly controversial; but 
an address such as this may usefully challenge accepted 
opinion, and on that score [ crave your indulgence, and 
plead as my justification the fact that even should the 
points which I have ventured to put before you be so 
unfortunate as to rouse your dissent, they may, never- 
theless, prove useful as a stimulus to thought, and cause 
us to pass in review matters so familiar as to stand almost 
unchallenged.

MEETING of the Lewisham Division was held at th 
Catford, on June 19th, when Dr. J. W. MILier was te ae 
Mr. J. Macnus ReppinG, in an address (illustrated by lantern 
slides) on some points in the x-ray examination of the a imentary 
tract, urged that three points should be noted: (1) organic lesions 
(2) functions of tho parts, (3) findings that helped in forming 
a considered judgement in relation to the patient’s symptoms. He 
said that organic lesions could be diagnosed if it were possible 
to see the deformity which was constant; a plate showed better 
than the screen, inasmuch as tumours might press on the alimentary 
tract and thus alter the picture on change of posture. For 
oesophageal examinations it was desirable to use the thinnest 
opaque fluid that could be produced. There might be localized 
tenderness over the ulcer, and a crater more than an inch in width 
was most certainly malignant. The stomach might remain rigid 
and fluid then flowed as if through a pipe without peristalsis. he 
pyloric reflex was lost in annular growths of the pylorus. Graham’s 
method of examination of the gall-bladder would become more 
useful in future. Duodenal ileus was due to pressure and occurred 
in the mid-line where the mesenteric vessels crossed. The diagnosis 
of gee depended on filling, and if the appendix did not 
fill the medical attendant was left in the dark. It was desirable to 
use the opaque enema in the large bowel, since this was the onl 
means of dilating the bowel to the full extent, The long fish-bac 
stomach was seen in $0 per cent. of people; the greater curvature 
was in the pelvis, while the stomach was dropped in the lesser 
curvature and was below the umbilicus. There was no rule as to 
the rate of normal passage, because no two people were the same 
and the same person varied at different times. ;

A CLINICAL meeting of the Division, to which non-mem 
invited, was held at the Willesden General Hospital on | ie gag 
In an address on care of the infant Dr. Marcarer Emsuie referred 
particularly to the work done at the welfare centres, and the 
instruction given to the mothers in the feeding of their infants 
The merits of breast-feeding were constantly urged on the mothers. 
For a mother to feed her child it was necessary to 
give careful attention to the minutiae of preparing the nipples in 
the ante-natal period and to the mechanics of suckling when the 
child was put to the breast. In the ante-natal period depressed 
nipples should be drawn out and the circumpapillary skin hardened 
by daily brushing with a soapy nail-brush. In artificial feeding 
experiment had shown that the number of feeds per diem, whether 
eight, six, or four, was immaterial, provided that strict regularity in 
feeding was observed. The exact percentages of the protein, fat 
and carbohydrate in the food given was unimportant, provided 
that all the essential constituents of a diet were present. One of 
these, vitamin B, which had recently been found of great impor- 
tance for growth in utero and during lactation, was very often 
deficient in the diet of the nursing mother, who required five times 
the ry supply at this time. It should be assimilated by the 


mother in the form of green vegetables, lettuce, ete. Its increase, 
in a milk in which it had been previously deficient, produced a 
marked improvement in the nutrition of the child. In the case of 
infants who ‘“‘ ruminated ” or who vomited habitually without any 
discoverable cause it often proved most effectual to resort to 
“thick feeding,” using well-boiled farina or semolina. The effect 
was largely mechanical in that the stomach could not eject the 
mass as it did fluid food. A small “thick feed’’ might with 
advantage precede suckling the child at the breast or the giving of 
its bottle in those cases.

On July 4th the successful students at the recent final examina- 
tions were entertained to luncheon at the Royal Victoria Hotel, 
Sheffield.

Thus an injudicious 
ophthalmic surgeon mentioning a commencing cataract might 
inflict on his unfortunate patient years of unnecessary worry and 
a dread of blindness which was never realized. Similarly, a 
medical practitioner, proud of his diagnostic ability, who informed 
a patient that she had a floating kidney, might in a few seconds 
have sewn the seed of a neurosis resulting from his hasty words. 
On the other hand, if, in a moment of happy inspiration, a 
woman was told that she was starving her baby of fresh air, 
the phrase put a new light on the subject for her, and her family 
of five boys and six girls would grow up healthier citizens because 
of the chance remark, Mr. Caiger congratulated the guests on the 
profession they had chosen; he expressed the belief that those 
who had grown grey in medical practice would choose this career 
again if starting life anew. No other calling offered the same 
combination of interest. and usefulness. He advised them to be 
ambitious and to emulate the achievements of Lister and Jenner. 
There were important discoveries waiting to be made by men and 
women of insight and observation. Lastly, they should always 
cultivate the faculty of seeing the humorous side of life. 

Dr. B. Tuomas, replying, voiced his appreciation of the 
welcome offered to them as new graduates by those of older 
standing in the profession. It was a gesture of reassurance 
which they greatly welcomed. The fact that the years of the 
curriculum’ seemed so short in retrospect was a proof of how 
pleasant the work had been. 

Dr. T. H. Gumpert proposed “‘ The University Staff,’ and said 
that the five years at the University had been the best of his life. 
The medical faculty at the University was distinguished by its 

Professor Leatnes, replying for the University staff, began by 
remarking that he was afraid some of them would have forgotten 
that the professor of physiology was a member of the teaching 
staff.

LONDON PANEL COMMITTEE. 

Tne last meeting of the London Panel Committee before the 
triennial election was held on June 26th, with Dr. H. J. CarpaLe 
in the chair. In a return of attendances of members of the 
committee during the last three years it was shown that the 
chairman had been present at every one of the 32 meetings of the 
committee, and at 130 out of a possible 152 meetings of sections 
and subcommittees. 

Certification.—The committee at a previous meeting had decided 
to draw the attention of the Insurance Committee to the action 
of its clerk in informing a practitioner that, while it was not 
necessary that certificates should be given on any particular day 
of the week, he was advised to issue the certificates to conform 
pay days of approved societies. The Panel Committee 
was of opinion that this communication was contrary to the 
correct interpretation of the regulations regarding certification. 
A letter was now read from the subcommittee of the Insurance 
Committee upholding the action of the clerk, and stating that the 
letter written to the practitioner in no way misinterpreted the 
rules; on the contrary, it was an attempt to give the practitioner 
useful information to enable him, if he was so disposed, and not 
ts a matter of obligation, to assist his patient in obtaining his 
sickness benefit. The Panel Committee was recommended that 
ao useful purpose would be served by pursuing this matter 
further, but the secretary was instructed to inform the Insurance 

ittee that remarks of the kind made by the clerk in this 
vaso were extremely embarrassing to insurance practitioners in 
the administration of their practices. 

IWegible Prescriptions.— were made on action which 
had been taken with regard to ten practitioners against whom 
there had been complaints by the Pharmaceutical Committee as 
to the illegibility of their prescriptions. The practitioners had been 
asked to endeavour to remove any further cause for complaint 
and had been informed that their prescriptions would be reviewed 
in order to ascertain whether they had complied with the request. 
In some of the cases a review of the prescriptions showed that 
there had been improvement, but in others the illegibility per- 
aisted, and the practitioners had again to be taken to task. 

Definition of a Splint.—Further correspondence has taken place 
between the committee and the Ministry of Health with regard 
© the definition of a splint. A spinal jacket had been excluded 
by the Ministry from this definition, and in reply to an inquiry 
on the point the Ministry stated that every case must be taken 
on its merits, and that while a spinal jacket required for treatment 
of tuberculosis of the spine might properly be regarded as a 
splint a jacket required for the treatment of lateral curvature 
could not properly be so regarded. This matter was referred 
back for further consideration by the subcommittee.

Modified Scale of Salaries for Public Health Appointments 

in Scotland. 

Sirn,—In the Proceedings of Council, recorded on p. 267 of 
the Supplement for June 23rd, Dr. G. W. Miller, chairman 
% the Scottish Committee, speaking in favour of the adoption 
of the modified scale of salaries for a period of five years, is 
reported as having said that ‘‘ the opinion both among medical 
vleers of health and general practitioners was unanimously 
mits favour.”’ Assuming the report to be correct, it is difficult 


to see how Dr. Miller arrived at this conclusion as to unanimity, 
since the opinion of the members of the Association (and others) 
had not been ascertained throughout Scotland. 

At a meeting of the South-Eastern Division of the Edinburgh 
Branch recently convened to discuss the matter, the opinion was 
expressed, both by some of the medical officers present and by 
general practitioners, that the adoption of this modified scale 
was contrary to the interests of the Association as a whole, and 
that no case had been made out for differentiating between 
English and Scottish conditions of appointment. Further, the 
representative of the Division in the Representative Body was 
instructed to vote, and, if necessary, to speak strongly, against 
such a proposal. 

This will suffice to show that there is no unanimity about the 
matter; on the contrary, there are some who think the present 
time particularly unfortunate for the introduction of a modified 
scale, just as public health qualifications are becoming more 
difficult to get and just as a redistribution of areas seems 
imminent. No doubt, too, some of our English colleagues will 
regard the proposal as the thin edge of a peculiarly dangerous 
sort of wedge.—I am, etc.,

Examination of Vagrants for Small-pox.
